In a broadcast Jast night, a German 
officer, Colonel Bade, urged his hearers 
to be ‘‘ satisfied with the facts” given 
in the German High Command 
communiqués, and added: “You should 
accept the occupation of Vitebsk and 
Smolensk and the threat to Leningrad 
as a guarantec of the further victorious 
course of the operations.’’

ATTACKED

““Cologne was the principal objective, 
and in a sustained attack many large 
fires were started in the industrial areas 
of the city. 

“ A subsidiary attack was made on 
the docks at Rotterdam. In spite of 
the usual opposition from the enemy 
defences, no aircraft is missing from 
these operations. 

“Tt has now been confirmed that 
our bombers shot down another enemy 
fighter, making two in all, during the 
attack on Germany on the night of 
Saturday-Sunday., 

“Aircraft of Fighter Command 
carried out offensive patrols over 
France during the night and attacked 
several enemy aerodromes. 

** Aircraft of Coastal Command have 
been engaged in their usual extensive 
patrols over the sea, and from these one 
aircraft is missing. ' 


GREAT FIRES 


Last night was in every way a good 
night for the Bomber Command, the 
Air Ministry News Service stated yes- 
terday. A large force was out, and, in 
spite of the weather, found the targets 
—induatrial areas in Cologne, other 
objectives in Western Germany, and 
the docks at Rotterdam. 

Over Cologne the crews watched the 
results of their bombing through gaps 
in the clouds. They saw a very bril- 
liant fire a mile long among factories 
ont the outskirts of the city, and else- 
where ten other fires were burning at 
a time, and high explosives bursting in 
the midst of a large industrial building 
already burning fiercely. 


ROTTERDAM 
AACHEN 


At Rotterdam there was a formid- 
able fire among the docks, Its glow 
was seen from 100 miles on the way 
back. A pillar of dense black smoke 
rose to 6,000 feet and hid a large part 
of the docks, while the flames hit up 
the warehouses which were in front of 
the smoke. 

At Aachen bombs were seen to burst 
among factory buildings. 

After these attacks the whole of the 
large force came safely home, though 
the Germans put up a strong barrage 
and night fighters were about. 

One ME 110 was hit and driven off 
in the course of a combat. 

A British Air Ministry communiqué 
early this morning states:— 

‘One enemy fighter was destroyed 
during an offensive sweep over the 
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fighters late yesterday evening. 
“Three of our fighters are missing.” 


RAIDS ON BRITAIN 


Yesterday morning's Air Ministry 
and Ministry of Home Security com- 
muniquée stated :— 

‘“ Enemy activity over this country 
on Sunday night was again on a small 
scale. Bombs were dropped at several 
points in Eastern England and at twe 
places in North-East Scotland.. Some 
damage was done, and a small number 
of casualties has been reported. 


FIGHTS OVER LILLE 


In a description of the R.A.F. raid 
on Northern France yesterday, the 
Air Ministry News Service says :— 

“One sergeant pilot attacked two 
Messerschmitts, which were at 
once joined by three more, and he 
took on all five single-handed. When 
one Messerschmitt blew up and an- 
other burst into flames th& remainder 
turned and the pilot rejoined his 
squadron. 

‘Tho force of the explosion when 
the first blew up,’’ he said afterwards, 
“was so great that my aircraft 150 
yards away rocked like a dinghy in a 
storm. The German aircraft disin- 
tegrated into little bits. I flew back 
to the coast where anti-aircraft shells 
burst near enough to buffet my air- 
craft again, but when I landed at my 
base there was not a scratch on her.” 


CONVOY ATTACKED 


Another sergeant pilot, who lost his | 


formation, got into a hattle which 
brought him down to roof-top height 
over the Belgian coast. He found 
himself alone near a long convoy of 
German ships, and, turning, raked the 
whole line of vessels with his cannon 
and machine-gun fire. 

A few moments later, seeing a 
Messerschmitt about to land on an 
aerodrome a few miles inland, he made 
for it and shot it down on its own 
base. To wind un with he “ shot up ”’ 
a watch tower, from which the startled 
watchkeeper fell out. 

Three British fighters were lost in 
this operation.—(P.A.)

After a number: of inquiries had 
been made about the report during 
1939, Mr. S. MacEntee, Minister for 
Industry and Commerce, told the Dail

Mr. Welles said that in assurmg 
Bolivia of United States support, he 
pointed out that under existing inter- 
American agreements tha German 
Minister in Beljvia would be persona 
non grata in the United States. 


SPAIN AND THE USS. 


Mr. Welles also referred to the 
attack on the United States by General 
Franco last week, when the Spanish 
Caudillo asserted that the American 
offer of economic help to Spain always 
involved attempts to force that country 
to obey the will of other nations. 

This, said Mr. Welles, was entirely 
untrue. Supplies of food and medicine 
sent to Spain by the American Red 
Cross were not contingent upon any 
policy by the Spanish Government, ex- 
cept that the Spanish people should 
remain at peace. 

Answering General Franco further 
regarding the consequences of a 
(German victory for the other American 
Republics, Mr. Welles declared that the 
prosperity of the American nations 
had heen founded on the fact that 
the Atlantic and other seas were con- 
trolled by ‘riendly Powers. If that 
control pas.ed to unfriendly PoWers 


the independence of the American 
Republics would be gravely endangered. 


GENERAL AS “ SPEAR- 


HEAD ” 


The Associated Press says that Mr. 
Welles endorsed a Washington Post 
editorial which said:—‘‘ The Spanish 
Dictator is apparently being used as 
a spearhead of the German campaign 
to provoke discord among the Latin 
American Republics, for his words are 
clearly designed for consumption below 
the Rio Grande.”’

Mr. Thomas Jenkinson, first witness 
called, said that he had been Clerk 
of the Board since February last. He 
had. been in the office of the Board 
from December, 1938, and prior to that 
had heen connected with the Balrothery 
soard of Health and Board of -Assist- 
ance, being in the service since 1906. 

Examined by the Inspector, he said 
that the minutes were prepared by a 
lady typist from the agenda book and 
correspondence, The responsible ofticer 
was the former Secretary (Mr. P. J. 
Murphy), who attended the meetings 
of the Board. He (witness) very rarely 
attended the meetings. So far as he 
knew, the minutes included everything 
that was raised, at Board meetings. 
He never knew of anything having been 
kept out of the minutes at the request 
of any member. 


TYPEWRITTEN MINUTES 


The Inspector remarked that the 
minutes were typewritten on separate 
sheets, and that each sheet was not 
initialled by the Chairman. 

Mr. Jenkinson said that when he 
was connected with the old Balrothery 
handwritten, 


Board the minutes were 
but when under the County Council 
they were regarded as '“a mere 


nothing,” and Mr. Murphy said that 
the minutes should be typed. 

He said that the minutes of the last 
two meetings had heen taken as read. 

The accounts were not put before the 
Board or examined by them, but were 
double-checked by himself, 

Inspector MeLysaght—So that any- 
thing could find its way into the 
accounts book if you were dishonest 
enough ?-— Yes. ; 

Mr. Jenkinson said that the popula 
tion of the area was 60,359 and the 
valuation £325,267. 

The Inspector said it was significant 
that the rate of expenditure in Rath 
down was the second highest in the 
State. The poundage rate in Rathdown 
was 2s. 21d., compared with 11d. in 
County Kildare, 7jd. in Louth, 43d. in 
Meath and 5}d. in Westmeath In 
other counties where one might expect 
economic conditions would be worse the 
rates were-~Mayo 10jd., Leitrim 73d. 
and Galway 54d. The two highest 
were Balrothery, 2s. 3jd., and Rath- 
down, 2s. 2id. The average for the 
State was 1]jd. 


INCREASED 
EXPENDITURE 


Corss-examined by Mr. E. J. Kelly, 
K.C.. the Clerk agreed that two-thirds 
of the Board’s expenditure was met by 
the Dun Laoghaire Corporation. He 
agreed that expenditure for the last five 
vears showed an increase of 11 per 
cent., and would not be surprised to 
learn that for the past ten vears the 
demand had increased by 39 per cent. 

Mr. Kelly—How do you account for 
that extraordinary increase ?—Unem- 
ployment and the need for home assist- 
ance. ‘The figures for home assistance 
had increased enormously, In 1911, for 
instance. home assistance amounted to 
£2.704 and in 1941 it was £33,938. 

Mr. Costello, K.C., said that it was 
inaccurate to suggest that the increase 
was 11 per cent.

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WATER 


CANAL TRANSPORT 
CHEAP AND EASY 


HE Royal Canal, running through 
T miles of bog, at present being 
expensively maintained under a 
statutory obligation for the sole use of 
five privately-owned boats, can supply 
Dublin cheaply and rapidly’ with 
hundreds of thousands of tens of turf. 

This is the answer to the statement 
chat there is no good cutting turf when 
it cannot be transvorted from the bog. 

Towed to Dublin by horse or motor 
barge, on fleets of close-coupled rafts 
made from locally-cut timber, both 
cargo and craft could be used for fuel 
on arrival, 

The mechanical difficulties are easily 
surmountable. Steering could be done 
by large sweeps from the stern of the 
last raft. Any loss of water at the 
locks, due to the consecutive passing 
through of large numbers of boats, 
could be compensated at the canal 
source, Lough Owel. The level of this 
lake, if lowered by one inch, would 
produce extra millions of gallons of 
water. And Lough Owel is reputedly 
‘* bottomless.” 


TURF CONVENIENT , 


The bog areas on either side of the 
Royal Canal begin thirty miles from 
Dublin, at Hill oí Down. and extend 
west to Longford, In addition, if this 
were insufficient, the canal also opens 
up the turf bogs of the Shannon. A 
junction is made at Longford, via a 
two-mile stretch of the River Camlin, 
joining the Shannon near Termonbarry. 

This scheme, if taken up now, would 
bring to Dublin any turf at present 
cut and awaiting transportation. The 
cutting season ends in September at 
the latest, due, among other things, to 
the fact that severe frost can render 
the stacked turf useless But if the 
means of transport is available, whv 
not win extra turf now and carry it 
to the city for artificial drying? 

The Roval Canal, which can be made 
one of the solutions of Dublin 's itm- 
pending fuel famine, is owned by the 
Great Southern Railways Company, and 
operated by them under the contro] of 
the Minister for Industry and Com- 
merce. The necessary power to take 
the initiative is, therefore, in the right 
hands. 


FOR FIVE BOATS 


If the G.S.R: does not undertake the 
scheme itself—and. there is no reason 
why it should not—it would at least 
gain substantially through the toll 
charges payable on each raft flotilla. 
The company at present keeps several 
maintenance and repair boats doing 
seasonal weeding and constant dredg- 
ing. All this is done for the benefit 
of the five privately-owned boats which 
use the canal, so that the transport 
facilities available hiay be said to be 
going to waste, and that expensively. 

Ninety-five miles long, the Royal 
Canal extends from the Spencer Dock, 
Dublin, to Richmond Harbour, Long- 
ford, and is artificial throughout. There 
are forty-six locks. The smallest, near 
Killucan, seventy-five feet by thirteen 
feet, is the key lock; for it regulates 
the size of the boats which may ply. 
Joats from the Grand Canal may not 
be used on the Royal on account of 
the difference in beam. 


THE CANAL 


The construction of the canal was 
authorised in 1789, when a company 
was incorporated by Royal Charter. The 
property of the New Royal Canal Com. 
pany was transferred, by an Act o 
1845, to the Midland Great Western 
Railway Company, which now forms 
part of the Great Southern. 

There are on the canal at Vartous 
intervals twelve harbours proper, 
twenty-six wharves, five graving docks 
and five aqueducts. 

The sum expended on construction 
(between one and two millions) will be 
more than justified if September sees 
the turf fleet on its way to bring 
warmth and cheer to Dublin’s homes. 


JUTE FACTORIES TO 
CLOSE 
MANY HANDS AFFECTED 


‘‘T see no solution for it. We can- 
not get raw jute, and we will just 
have to close down.” said a member 
of the firm to an /rish Times reporter 
vesterday when confirmmg the 
announcement made recently in the 
Irish Times that the two big oe 
spinning factories of Messrs. J. and L. 
I’. Goodbody, Ltd., at Clara and 
Waterford, are to close down shortly. 

‘here are over 500 workers in the 
Clara factory, and some 250 in the 
Waterford works. 


“I don’t know whether eventually | 


some scheme will be worked out to 
secure the raw material, but I don’t 
want to raise any false hope. We are 
nearing the end of our supplies now, 


and both factories wril have to close 
within two or three months. The 
Waterford factory will close next 


month,”’ 

Messrs. Goodbody are the only jute- 
spinning firm in Eire. 

There is apparently no substitute for 
jute, except, perhaps, flax, which, 
apart from its prohibitive cost, is not 
grown in sufficient quantfty in the 
country to supply the demand. What 
flax there is is fetching 22s. 6d. per 
stone for aeronautical purposes. 

The factory at Clara gives employ- 
ment to most of the town’s inhabitants, 
and its closing will be a severe blow 


to hundreds of homes.

Press ASSOCIATION. 
LONDON, Monday. 


The letter ' V"’ is being tapped out 
night and day as the new interval 
signal of the European service to all 
German-occupied countries except 
(ireece. As long ago as January a 
Belgian broadcaster stated that people 
in Belgium were chalking up the Seon 
“ R.A.F.” and he suggested that they 
should also put up “V ” for victory. 

Many people in New York were to- 
day wearing “ V ’’ in their buttonholes 
out of sympathy for Britain and her 
allies, and the latest development is 
to paint a 'VWV ” on the sides of 
ambulances, field kitchens, tea wagons 
and other equipment bought by private 
American aks and sent to Britain, 
The ‘‘ Bundles for Britain ” organisa- 
tion is already using a “ V ” slogan. 

The new British Minister of Informa- 
tion, Mr. Brendan Bracken, will be 
asked at the next sitting of the House 
of Commons if he will ‘‘ consider the 
setting up of a special V Department 
of Political Warfare to co-operate with 
the Allied Governments and the Soviet 
Information Bureau for the purpose of 
fostering anti-Nazi and anti-Quisling 
propaganda in the occupied territories, 
and further if he will consider the 
regular use of the Morse letter V as 
the time signal for all foreign 
broadeasts.”’ 

(;erman newspapers to-day published 
photographs from Prague showing a 
huge ' V’’ painted on the wall of a 
house, says a Berlin correspondent, and 
a big red ' V “” appears on the pages 
of newspapers published in the 
occupied countries, he added. 

During the last few days the German 
stations transmitting news in English 
have been using a new station signal. 
The opening motif is from the 
(;erman National Anthem followed by 


three *‘ V's’ playing the tune of the 
opening bars of “eethoven’s Fifth 
Symphony. “The “V ' stands for 


‘ viktoria,’ “ victory for Germany on all 
fronts,’ ” states the German broadcast.

CLERK LEAVES 
MEETING 
MAYOR REFUSES TO 
ACCEPT MOTION 
From Our Corresponvent. 


SLIGO, Monday. 

A meeting of Sligo Corporation had 
an abrupt ending to-day.

Addressin the other members, 
Councillor Bnshce asked: ‘‘Do you 
stand for these methods? When 
he was proceeding to read a 


statement, the Town Clerk (Mr. R. 
G. Bradshaw) collected his papers and 
left the meeting. Councillor Hughes 
continued his statement, in which he 
claimed that the Government could 
make an emergency powers order sus- 
pending any Act, and as an order had 
heen made making illegal for wages to 
be increased, a similar order could be 
made to prevent rent increases.

Sin,—There was a short hold-up in 
the issue of permits to migratory 
workers this season. The effect of the 
restrictions mooted would have been to 
break up the best feature of the potato 
workers’ bothy life, the family group, 
and bothy life is really only ame.
